Concerniog the death of Captain Fritz, of 
the Gatling Battery, Dr. C. A. Stivers states 
as the result of his examination, made two 
hundred and sixteen hours 
after d >ath: 
“ There were no injuries to the throat be­ 
yond the superficial marks, and I found noth­ 
ing in the condition of the c rgans to indicate 
much use of alcoholic liquor. 
The cause of 
death was, I think, syncope, augmented by 
pressure on the thyroid cartilage and vessels 
of the throat. 
The syncope has. I think, 
arisen from the condition of the heart, aud 
was so prolonged th at the pressure on the 
throat rendered life extinct. 
W ith this view 
of the case it has, I think, been accidental, 
instead of a suicide. 
The liver was found to 
be normal and healthy, showing no sign of 
alcoholism. 
The right side of the heart was 
in an extremely unhealthy condition.” 
The Supreme Court order relative to the 
hydraulic mining cases was staying Judge 
Keyser sitting in the case, and not un order 
suspending the injunction. 
The mistake is 
thus explained : Petitions for writs of pro­ 
hibition were filed by various gravel mining 
companies of Y uba county against Judge 
Keyser, Snpei ior Judge of th at county. The 
writs were sought for the purpose of causing 
the Court to desist from acting in the cases 
now pending in Y uba county, in an action to 
restrain the various mining companies from 
depositing the tailings and debris into the 
Y uba river or its tributaries.

In accordance w ith this au th o rity , 
circtiH rs asking for inform ation will be 
sent to every incorporated aud private 
mine, to W ells, Fargo & Co.’s agents, and 
to prom inent m erchants in m ining locali­ 
ties for estim ates of the production of the 
Chinese, sm all producers by arastras, the 
paD, etc., by which means it is hoped to 
receive returns of th e entire production. 
C irculars are sent from th e M int every 
six m onths—January 1st and Ju ly 1st— 
for th e reason th a t th e production of th e 
G overnm ent fiscal year which ends -June 
30th is six m onths each of tw o years. 
The productions will be classified as to 
the 
m anner or mode of 
production— 
w hether 
argentiferous, 
lead ore, 
vein 
quartz, drift, placer or hydraulic, etc. 
B ut w hat will be of m ost advantage to 
every county will be th e publication for 
each fiscal year cf th e production of the 
precious m etals for each county—only, 
however, in th e aggregate or the totals. 
Individual returns will not be published, 
and are seen by no one b n t the Superin­ 
tendent and his assistant, the statistician 
in charge, by whom any comm unication 
relative to the production of a mine will 
be safely guarded. 
This publication of th e yield by counties 
will be of benefit in attractin g the a tte n ­ 
tion of men of means who arc each week 
arriving in San Francisco from all parts of 
¿he world, and who arc often embued with 
the idea to invest in m ining property—of 
w hich we have so much aw aiting the a d ­ 
vent of capital—and who will naturally 
look for statistics of the production of gold 
and silver, and will in m any instances go 
to those localities know n to be productive. 
T hey can by this means often be induced 
to invest, and will th u s help to develop 
th e main industry which has been the 
means of m aking U3 noted to the world. 
I t is therefore hoped th at every m ining 
company, large or small, and every person 
receiving a circular of inquiry from the 
M int, w ill prom ptly and freely m ake re ­ 
turns of productions, and im part such in ­ 
form ation as will give each county full 
credit for all it is entitled to, and by th is 
means assist in aiding the m ining industry 
of our country.

GLADSTONE, 
PARNELL 
AND 
IRELAND. 


Last week Mr. Gladstone's Government 
sustained a severe check from the desertion 
of an important element on one of the 
votes on the land bill. 
His majority on 
that occasion was cut down to twenty-five, 
and but for the support of the Irish mem­ 
bers he might have found himself actually 
in a minority. 
This threatening turn to 
the situation is said to have been produced 
by the growth of a fear that the principles 
of the land bill may bo introduced into 
England. 
There is certainly no little rea­ 
son to apprehend this. 
In fact it may be 
regarded as certain to come about in time, 
if the Irish bill becomes law. 
The only 
cause for wonder is that the English land­ 
ed interest has been so long in realizing the 
danger from this quarter, but henceforth it 
may be presumed that it will oppose the 
land bill violently. 
On the other hand 
Parnell has suddenly changed his base, 
and has practically announced his friendli­ 
ness to the kill which he has been filibus­ 
tering against so many weeks. 
The ex­ 
planation of this somersault is not easy. 
Some say that lid 
has been over to 
Ireland, and has discovered that the 
public at large want 
the bill, and 
that he 
must 
support 
it 
or 
sur­ 
render his leadership. 
It is possible 
that this is the true solution of the 
change, for Parnell has throughout shown 
himself perfectly ready to alter his pro­ 
gramme and his principles at a moment’s 
notice, if he thought capital could be 
made out cf the metamorphosis. 
Color is 
given to this stcry moreover by the singu­ 
lar rapidity with which the threatening in­ 
dications in Ireland appear to have died 
out during the past few days. 
A week 
ago the dispatohes from Dublin repre­ 
sented the island as being on the verge of 
open insurrectian, and Hying columns of 
troops weie traversing it in all directions, 
while fresh outrages and defiances an­ 
swered every announcement of the ar­ 
rival of more soldiers. 
The general irrita­ 
tion seemed to have reached the extreme 
limits of toleration, and it was to be ap­ 
prehended that almost anything might 
precipitate an uprising which could not 
but produce the most dreadful conse­ 
quences for all concerned iu it. 
But now we hear no more of this state 
of volemie agitation. 
The tales of outrage 
and lawlessness have somehow ceased 
The accounts of the movements of troops 
and police no longer reach us. 
There are 
no more monster meetings; no more in 
cipient riots : no more maimiDgs and mur­ 
ders of process-servers. 
But, on the con 
trary, the telegraph intimates that “ every- 
“ tiling is quiet in Ireland,” and beyond 
the hurling of a few opprobrious epithets 
at the Viceroy this would really seem to 
be the case. 
What is the meaning of this 
theatrical transformation ? Has the fierce 
opposition made to the land bill by the 
English Whig landlords convinced the 
Irish at last that the bill is really in their 
interest, and that they can safely support 
a measure which has the Saxon land­ 
owners for its bitterest opponents ? Or has 
the Government silently yielded to the 
pressure of the situation, and abandoned 
its attempts to enforce evictions while the 
bill is pending ? 
It is impossible as yet to 
perceive clearly the causo of the sudden 
and important change which has passed 
over thesituation, but it is as impossible not 
to perceive the extent of that alteration. 
For the first time the Irish members of the 
House of Commons are giving the Govern­ 
ment genuine and unqualified support. 
Parnell has openly counseled his friends 
and followers not to make any more 
factious 
opposition, 
and when 
their 
resistance might 
very 
probably have 
beaten the bill they stood in with Min­ 
isters and saved the Governmental ma­ 
jority. 
It is very certain that if the land hill 
had been defeated in the House it would 
have been the fault of the Irish members, 
and even now if it is defeated in the Lords 
the Irish members cannot escape the re­ 
sponsibility of having organized the most 
serious opposition to it. 
A faction which 
blows hot and cold in this way must be 
liable not only to misconstruction, but to 
more dangerous results, by its ambiguous 
conduct. 
The Government is of course 
bound to make its fight through to the 
end, no matter what that end may be, but 
it must feel that it has been thwarted in 
the most irritating and irrational way by the 
very men whose interests it is doing its 
best to servo. 
Parnell, it is true, is 
understood to claim that he cares very lit­ 
tle for the laud hill save as it can be util­ 
ized in his ulterior purpose of bringing 
about Irish political independence. 
If he 
lives long enough, and if he does not tire 
of the experiment too soon, he will be com­ 
pelled to 
discover 
a3 many 
of 
his 
predecessors have done, that his hope 
of Irish 
political 
independence 
is a 
dream incapable of being materialized. 
England 
cannot 
afford 
to listen to 
any proposals 
of 
that 
kind, 
and it 
may be set down 39 among the certainties 
that she never will listen to them. 
Her 
own safety renders it absolutely indispen­ 
sable that Ireland should continue under, 
her government, and since a time is never 
likely to cotue when the Irish will be able 
to conquer their independence by force and 
arms, the idea of a separation can only 
lure her statesmen and politicians into 
culs de sue. 
If Parnell has realized this, 
and h’as determined to take the only 
rational course open to him, which is to 
accept the land bill as the best of which 
the situation is susceptible, he is a wiser 
man than the world has seen reason to 
think him, and he may after all prove a 
benefactor to his country. 
If this is not 
the explanation of his change of position, 
so much the worse for him and his pro­ 
gramme. — * « - ■

dividing his leisure between consultations 
with Conkling and interviews with report­ 
era depreciatory of the President.

MINERS' MEETING AT NEVADA—RESOLU­ 
TIONS ADOPTED. 


General Grant has recently appeared iu 
a new character, and one which must per­ 
plex his former admirers considerably. Of 
old he was known as the Silent Man, and 
though a plausible explanation of his 
habitual taciturnity appeared in the fact 
that when on rare occasions he did speak, 
he never seemed to have anything to say, 
there were many who made very liberal 
estimates on the wisdom of his unuttered 
eloquence. 
Since the inauguration of 
President 
Garfield, 
however, 
General 
Grant has c.-me out as a too-fluent instru­ 
ment in the hands of the interviewer, and 
it is to l>e especially observed that when­ 
ever he has allowed himself to ho thus 
recorded he has taken pains to say some­ 
thing bitter and spiteful or positively 
abusive about somebody. 
Thero never has 
been r.ny warrant for the supposition that 
General Grant possessed much delicacy of 
perception ; in fact there has been quite a 
considerable amount of evidence to the con­ 
trary during his civil career. 
But it might 
have been supposed that a man who was a 
candidate for the Presidency a year ago, 
and who was beaten in the race, would 
haw known better than to dictate dirty 
little slurs upon his successful rival to a 
newspaper repur‘,er. 
Yet this is juat what 
General Grant has done with regard to 
President Garfield.

It is time that the fasting wemen of th 
newspapers were relegated to the same 
category with the live toads cut out of the 
hearts of blocks of granite, which have been 
hopping so gravely through the press 
for a full generation. 
But the public or

Now if somebody were to 
write to a newspaper that such-an-one had 
lived nine months without his head, or 
after having been completely eviscerated 
by an accident, the able editor would 
probably question the truth of the state 
meet. 
The story of Miss Nellie Ingram, 
which was dispatched all over the country 
last Saturday, is neither more nor less 
credible than the supposititious narratives 
referred to. 
When a case of a fasting 
woman comes up for examination, there are 
always two strong precedent probabilities. 
The first is that the patient is suffering 
from hysteria. 
The second is that she is 
deceiving her attendants and friends. But 
it is never credible that a woman can live 
nine months without eating and drinking. 


GAMBETTA’S DEFEATS. 


.It appears for the moment that Gam- 
betta has sustained an almost paralyzing 
defeat. 
His ingenious project for the 
establishment of a political “ machine” has 
been rejected by the Senate, and now his 
newer measure, the dissolution of the 
Chamber, has been also checkmated. Thus 
he cannot appeal to the people, and he 
cannot control the departmental elections. 
And as usual in such cases, his fair-weather 
friends are leaving him. 
They regard him 
as a setting sun. 
They think that Grevy 
has practically closed his career. 
And 
they no longer hope for favors from him, 
nor fear his power. 
Yet it is by no means 
certain that Gambetta’s rebuff is much 
more than a temporary reverse. 
He is tco 
strong and energetic a man to remain in 
apathetic inaction. 
Beaten on one line 
he will turn to another. 
It may well be 
that the defeat of the Scrutin de Líete is 
fortunate for France. 
Neither Gambetta 
nor any other man is lit to wield a dicta­ 
torship, and he would have possessed that 
power had his scheme succeeded. 
It is 
better that France should proceed cautious­ 
ly until the foundations of the republic 
are established firmly, and even then the 
worst thing she can uo will be to make 
larger opportunities for the tyranny of 
factions.

The advanco guard is 
already coming, to try the various springs. 
For healthful, invigorating recreation in­ 
deed there is no region anywhere to be 
compared to Lake county. 
It is just the 
plaoe for overworked denizens of the eity 
to spend their vacations in, and enjoy life 
amid the beauty and freedom cf the 
mountains. 
Says the Galt OazetU : It is in contem­ 
plation to have another and cheaper outlet 
to Sau Francisco bay, by the Mokelumne 
river. 
A project is row under considera­ 
tion by capable engineers to remove the 
obstructions in the mouth of the liver, 
thus enabÜDg steamers to reach a landing 
within seven or eight miles of the town. 
Should this be effected, Galt will then 
have water transportation to San Fran­ 
cisco bay, which will be of incalculable 
advantage to the grain producers of the 
surrounding country, and materially im­ 
prove the prosperity of the town.

N e v a d a , June ISth.—The city ha3 been 
filling up all day with representatives of the 
mining interest from all parts of this county, 
while many are present from 
adjoining 
counties, a delegation of about fifty coming 
from Smartsville, and this evening the 
theater is crowded, showing the deep feeling 
entertained by the people in reference to the 
attempt to shut down the hydraulic mines. 
The meetiog was called to order by Hon. 
W. D. Long, who stated that for nearly two 
years the suit of the city of Marysville 
against the hydraulic miners had been pend­ 
ing, but no active proceedings were taken uu- 
til about two weeks ago ; but, while not going 
on with the suit, the citizens of the valley 
had not been idle, but had been holding 
secret meetings and raising money, and the 
object of this meeting was that the miners 
might have an organization th touch which 
their rights could be protected. He hoped 
nothing would occur to give color to the 
statement that the miners were a lawless 
people. 
Major J. S. McBride of North San Juan 
was elected Fresident; J. E. Brown of Ne­ 
vada, Secretary, with L. S. Calkins and J. 
B. Gray of Nevada, and C. H. Mitchell and 
Rufus Shoemaker ot Grass Valley as assist­ 
ants ; and the following Vice-Piesideuts: 
Hon. W. D. Long, Nevada ; James O’Brien, 
Smartsville; Thomas Mein. Blue T ent; 
lion. J. B. 1’atterson, Little Yoik; Edward 
Coleman, Grass Valley ; O. P. Stidger, San 
Juan; George G. Alien, Nevada; Joine3 
Marriott. North Bloomfield ; J. ¡Spaulding, 
Dutch FI i t ; James Gould. Gold Run; 
Charles Haggerty, Moore’s F lat; Philip 
Nichols, Dutch F lat; George W. Cummings, 
Oroville ; John C. Coleman, Grass Valley; 
H. L. Perkins, North Bloomfield; H. S.

The President said they were met to devise 
means to preveut a dire disaster.

Resolved, That most of our mining property is 
held by patents from the G o\em inent of the United 
States, and having been purchased for the express 
purpose of mining b}’ the hydraulic process, was 
taken and is held under an implied license to tue it 
in the only available manner. 
Resolved, That we m ost sincerely regret anv in­ 
jury th at has or may rcault to Marysville, o r the 
agriculturists in its vicinity, fr*»m the effect of 
mining debri?, and th at we have beeu aud fctill are 
ready to assist by every legitimate means known to 
science in averting the evil consequences to them 
from mining operations.

Hon. Niles Searles stated the position of 
affairs a9 between the Grangers and miners, 
and urged the importance of all interested iu 
miniag operations combining together to 
protect their interest?, and that by a united 
effort victory could be secured. 
Mr. Skidmore, Secretary of the Miners' 
Association, made a statement, showing the 
operations of the Aisxdation and what it had 
accomplished. 
C. W. Cross said that all interested must 
pfit money into this enterprise to secure the 
rights of the community until such time as 
the National Government *houid btep in and 
protect them. 
Remarks were made by some others, when 
the meeting adjourned.

So ready is the camera to 
detect ink marks that a cirte-de-visite in­ 
closed in a letter may to the ejo appear 
without blemish, while a copy of it in the 
camera will probably exhibit traces of 
writing across the face, where it has merely- 
been in contact with the written page.

A trip through the mountain counties 
of California during the months of June, 
July or August, is one of the most at­ 
tractive that a person in search of recrea­ 
tion can take, provided always that you 
do not have to talk “ slickens” to every 
one you meet. 
But if you are on horse­ 
back, have a given amount of time to reach 
certain points, your horse iu favor of the 
eight-hour law, and with a strong inclina­ 
tion to shirk at that, its hard work. Your 
correspondent is in the latter condition. 
Leaving one of the valley towns, a short 
ride brought me to Smartsville, Yuba 
county-, a beautifully located village of 
nearly 900 population. 
This is the west­ 
erly point where hydraulic mining is car­ 
ried on to any extent. 
Here are located 
numerous claims, the most important of 
w hich is the Excelsior Water Mining Com­ 
pany, who also operates mines at Tim- 
buctoo and Mooney Flat. 
The injunction restraining the miners 
from depositing tailings in the river has 
stopped all work in this as well as in most 
of the places along the ridge. 
Between 
300 and 400 laborers have been thrown out 
of employment hero in consequence, and 
considerable feeling is manifested against 
the people below w ho have thus Bought to 
protect their homes. 
Leaving íámartsvillc, I passed in succes­ 
sion Mooney Flat, French Corral, Birch- 
ville, ¡áweetland, Sebastopol, to North San 
Juan. 
At French Corral and Birehville 
are located mines belonging to the Milton 
Company, employing from sixty to a hun­ 
dred men. 
The only mine in operation at 
this time in this region is the American, 
near Sweetland, which is running day and 
night, usiog about 1,560 inches of water. 
North San Juan is a thrifty and import­ 
ant town of Nevada county, of nearly 
1,200 inhabitants. 
Its business houses, 
dwellings, etc , indicate prosperous times 
in the past, but as its trade depends al­ 
most entirely upon the mines around it, 
the people here are feeling decidedly 
“ blue.” The Sin Juan Times is published 
here, by O. P. Stidger. 
He is now paying 
his special attention to the mining ques­ 
tion. 
As an illustration of the hard times 
in this place, I witnessed the tale by ex­ 
ecution of a Justice’s Court of a coach dog, 
of the female persuasion, taken by attach­ 
ment for a board bill. 
After several vain 
attempts to get a bid, the Constable gave 
the matter ud in disgust and turned the 
dog over to the plaintiff. 
The next point of interest is Columbia 
Hill, about seven miles from San Juan. 
Here is located the office of the Eureka 
Lake and Yuba Canal Company Consoli­ 
dated. 
This company employs in its vari­ 
ous mines at Snow Point, Eureka South, 
Relief Hill and Moore’s Flat about 400 
men. 
Last year they used in their own 
mines and sold to other companies 1,400,­ 
000 inches of water. 
They pay from $15,­ 
000 to $20.000 monthly for labor, running 
the whole year. 
They have patents for 
over 3,000 acres of mining land, which 
with their present facilities will keep them 
running for over fifty years. 
Several of 
their claims are now running, but by the 
time this reaches you they will be closed 
down. 
In iny next I will give information of 
North Bloomfield, Moore’s F'lat, etc., as 
well as a few notes of some of the quartz 
mines of Sierra county.

The Ladies' Robes, How They are Made, 
What of, and how Ornamented 
This Summer. 


A very large Alsacian bow of dark red 
plush, held by a gilt ornament, is worn in 
the hair with morning toilets. 
Throat bows of satin Snrah of pale blue, 
rose, or lemon color are trimmed with 
Spanish lace dyed the color of the Surah. 
Pocket-handkerchiefs for day use have a 
narrow hem of porcelain blue or of dark- 
red, and sometimes the entire center is in 
small blocks of ecru with white. 
Ecru lace mitts, and dark tan-colored 
mitts in the closely woven silk Marguerite 
patterns, are stylishly worn with black 
dresses and those of very dark color. 
The scarfs of colored Surah for the neck 
have square ends of white or of ccru ver­ 
micelli lace, embroidered in gay silks in 
pretty designs of baskets holding flowers, 
butterflies, and birds’ nests. 
Shirred waists with belts, shirred fronts 
with a puff below aud two deep pleatines 
put on in curves, and some simple back 
drapery, or else full straight back breadths, 
will bs stylish aud pretty for wash dresses. 
A pendent pocket of white Eatia and 
Spanish lace is hung by ivory white rib­ 
bons to the belt to be worn with evening 
dresses. 
A gold brooch holds the lace to­ 
gether in the front, and a cluster of Datu­ 
ra! flowers is thrust in it, or is fastened on 
the outside. 
Black Spanish lace fans of circular shape 
are made up over a stiff foundation that is 
pleated in the center, qnd fasteutd to a 
thick handle wrapped with ribbons. 
-A 
bunch 'of natural flowers is the prettiest 
trimming for such a fan, though they are 
usually provided with artificial clusters of 
Marshal Neil roses or dark Jacqueminot 
buds. 
They cost from §S upward. 
A novelty on imported dresses is the use 
of large pins of gilt or oxidized silver, 
shaped like huge hair-pins, for securing 
the drapery of woolen dresses, such as 
dark blue nuns’ veiling or porcelain blue 
eamel’s-hair. 
Smaller pins, shaped like 
nail heads flattened, are then thrust into 
the scarf drapery on the wrists of the 
sleeves, in the belt, and are also used to 
close the front of the dress like buttons. 
The Medicis puff for the neck is newer 
than the ruff. 
It is made of bias mull 
shirred through the middle to form a full 
puff each side of the gathering, and these 
puffs are worn high and close about the 
throat, or else pointed low en surplice. 
A 
ruffle of lace may be placed below the 
lower puff, but the upper puff resta against 
the neck without lace. 
Two soft puffs, 
each turned toward the hand, are placed 
inside the dress sleeves. 
A long-looped 
bow of ivory white satin ribbon fastens the 
puffs at the neck. 
The Chine figured satin Surahs arc also 
very beautiful 
for full-dress toilettes. 
With a ground of cream white, the figures 
in pale blue and rose, with green foliage, 
look.like chenille embroidery, or like hand- 
painting. 
These are for 
basques 
and 
trains with shirred petticoat fronts of plain 
white Surah, or else of ombre shades like 
the green foliage or the pink of the rose in 
the figured part. 
Valenciennes lace in 
stripes forms the sleeves of such dresses, 
and the front of the basque is cut square, 
and has a stomacher of the lace. 
A bow 
or slight drapery cf the ombre Surah is on 
each sleeve and on the corsage in front and 
behind. 
The Bengaline or Victoria silks, rapped 
like Sicilicnne, and as soft as Surah, are 
lovely fabrics for summer evening dresses. 
They come in white and the palest tints, 
and are most effectively trimmed with 
white laces, especially tho new Valen­ 
ciennes with plain meshes and simple 
feathery edge. 
A lemon-colored IDngalme 
dres3 has the waist deeply pointed in the 
neck behind and before, and the wide 
Valenciennes gathered very full in the edge 
of the neck to fall about on it carelessly. 
The sleeves are of alternate lengthwise in­ 
sertions of Valenciennee aud bias bands of 
the 'Bengaline. 
With such a waist, the 
skirt will be of the silk nearly covered 
with pleatings of the lace put around iu 
rows. 
Some of the prettiest dresses for summer 
evening are made of the twilled Surahs in 
light shades of blue, rose or lemnn-color, 
trimmed with Spanish laces dyed the color 
of the Surah. The pleated flounces that 
half cover the short shirts are widely edged 
with this Spanish lace, and sometimes the 
large dotted Spanish net of the same calor 
is draped at the top for an overskirt, and 
forms the transparent sleeves. 
In other 
dresees the corsage is of the Surah, shirred 
in many rows quite high about the neck 
like a deep collar, cr else it is pointed in 
surplice fashion quite low, and finished 
with a shell jabot of the lace. 
A soft belt 
folded very wide, with a large sash bow at 
the back, is placed around the waist, and 
has ends that fall almost to the edge of 
the skirt. 
Similar 
dresses for quiet 
occasions made of black satin Surah, 
trimmed 
with 
black 
Spanish 
lace 
and a sash of black watered ribbon, 
or else striped wa. 
’d silk cut in two iu 
the middle of the breadth. 
Black and 
striped satin flounces covering an entire 
skirt are also worn with a basque and over­ 
dress of black Spanish net, edged with 
black Spanish lace laid over white lace. 
A white Spanish lace polonaise abundantly 
trimmed with lace and white moire ribbon 
bows is a beautiful over-dress to wear with 
white skirts of satin Surah, white moire, 
gauze, or nuns’ veiling. 
Such dresse9 have 
shaat skirts, and are entirely white ; they 
are worn at day receptions with Panama 
bonnets or round hats that may have color­ 
ed plnmes, aud colored velvet pleated in 
the brim, but are also seen with white 
Spanish lace scarf-mantles, the only color 
iu the whole toilette being given by the 
large bouquet of natural flowers in the 
corsage. 
Instead of frills at the wrists and neck 
of dresses, they are sometimes finished 
with a puff of the Surah used for trimming. 
To make this puff fluffy and soft-looking, 
it is first pleated, then doubled, and the 
pleatiDg is pulled out in the middle of the 
puli’. 
A Biogle wide ruche at the foot ¡3 a 
favorite trimming for the skirts of simple 
dresse3. 
This ruche is five or six inches 
wide, and is laid in treble or quadruple 
box pleats, folded very deeply, and each 
cluster of pleats placed an inch away from 
that next it. 
It is then stitched in the 
middle, and the edges are allowed to fall 
forward aud almost meet. 
Many collars 
sewed around the neck of dresies are now 
wired ; this is true of dresses that are 
high about the throat, as well as of those 
opening low on the bust. 
For instance, 
a high-necked dress of cashmere, trim­ 
med with watered silk, will have a stand­ 
ing collar two and a half inches high te- 
hind and curved to the front. 
A wire is 
placed inside the collar at its upper edge, 
and the collar is then rolled over to turn 
down half its depth in the back. 
This is a 
very neat fashion when two materials a;e 
used in the collar, such as cashmere on t! e 
outside and watered silk for the lining th¡ t 
is rolled over at the top. 
The fichu fini: h 
for the throat of dresses retains its popu­ 
larity, and is teen on black grenadine and 
Surah dresses prettily made of the large 
dotted Spanish lace, with full frills of nar­ 
row Spanish lace for edging it. 
The regu­ 
lar coat sleeve is stiil preferred by mo.-t 
ladies, but is made slightly full at the tf p 
of the arm. 
The newest slceve3 on French 
dresses have only one seam, that ins Me the 
arm, and are very bias and large iu tl e 
.armhole, where they are held by four cr 
five tiny pleats that are confined to tie 
front.

The impression is fast becom­ 
ing general in the city that it will be neces­ 
sary for the city authorities to take more ef­ 
fective measures to repress the youthful 
hoodlum spirit which is so rife, and accruing 
frcm transmitted propensities of parent stock 
or criminal negligence in home government 
and training. 


T elephone at P olice H eadquarters.— 
Owing to the great importance of having the 
police headquarters connected with the now 
extensive telephone system of the city, and 
as the Chief of l ’olice has been unable to in­ 
duce the city authorities to take the necessa­ 
ry steps towards the protection of the citizens 
and property, the R ecord-Union has had a 
telephone box placed in the office of the 
Chief of Police and connected with the entire 
teleihone system of the city. This will 
prove of great value as a protective measure, 
both as regards the safety of persons and 
property in all parts of Sacramento, as notics 
of crime or disturbance can be sent from any 
box to police headquarters in a moment, and 
thus procure almost immediate attendance of 
an officer. Notice of fires can also, in rnauy 
cases, be reported to the waterworks, throngh 
police headquarters, and an alarm given 
sooner than by going a longer distance to fled 
a fire-alarm box. 
The U3e of the telephone 
will also greatly aid the Chief of Police in 
the efficient service of his force, and render 
the small number of officers at his command 
more effective in preventing crime and ap­ 
prehending criminals and offenders. 
The

Fourth— Vs twenty-five j*ears of marriage are 
known to show traces of its happiness or sorrow 
upon the countenances of people, evidence must 
be sought by pictures or witnesses to ascertain 
whether Mr and Mr?. A. I». have kept some or 
most of their youthful good looks ? 
Fifth—Is Mrs A. B. in favor of female suffrage? 
Sixth— Does Mr. A. 15. support the present ad­ 
ministration ? 
Seventh—Does the jury consider the condition 
of the State good and the weather pleasant? 
If all the foregoing arc found to be answered in 
tbe affirmative by the jury, then will the Judge 
deliver the medal and make report on blanks there­ 
with in triplicate t > the “ Burc«iu for increasing the 
number and happiness of taxpayers,” as provided 
in the Act of Congress aforesaid.

25.0J0. 
Crops are reported generally favorable. 
Father Fcquet, a French priest at Koote- 
nsy, near the boundary line, has been brutal­ 
ly assaulted by an American outlaw named 
Jenkins. 
Information has been received from the Rog­ 
ers Syndicate exploring party that seven of 
the Indians engaged had returned, sta! ing that 
after moving through Eagle Pass aud cross­ 
ing the Columbia, the party proceeded up 
the Illeciileroat, which empties into the Col­ 
umbia opposite the head of Eagle river. 
After getting into the Selkirk range, in the 
elbow of the river, they wire stopped by the 
snow, and had to retrace their steps to the 
Columbia, where their seven Indians were 
paid off, and with the otter two Messrs. 
Rogers went down the river to Colville. Here 
they propose to lay in a further supply, and 
make another eff >rt to cross the Selkirk range 
and get to Howse Pass. The prevailing im­ 
pression is that the route through the Sel­ 
kirk range is impracticable, and that there­ 
fore the whole project must be ultimately 
abandoEed.

FOREIGN. 
l a n d Rill Prospects Labor Fnlons. 
N ew Y ork, June 19th.—The World's Lon­ 
don special says : The light is breaking for 
the Premier, and it is now certain that the 
land hill will reach the House of Lords early 
in July. Lord Salisbury has muttered 
threats against it. but the prevailing impres­ 
sion is that the upper house will not dare to 
reject it. Their rejection last year of the 
compensátion-for disturbance bill was fol­ 
lowed by the present measure, and if they 
should throw it out they may safely count on 
being confronted next session with a much 
more radical echemp. It it quite on the caras, 
however, for the bill to be iead in the House 
of Lords, although I havs reason to know 
that no attempt will be made to tamper with 
its leading principles. The moBt important 
amendment, probably, will be one in a spirit 
of threat, moved in the II mse of Commons 
by Henage (the member from Great Guin-ly) 
on Thursday, viz: to exempt landlords who 
have made their own improvements according 
to the usual system from the operation of the 
clause providing f<-r the free sale of ten­ 
ant right by the outgoing cccupier. An 
amendment of the kiud, which would not 
materially affect the scope of the bill, is 
almost sure to be carried in the upper house, 
but just now the Lords are not in the humor 
for interfering with the bu-iness of the Com­ 
mons. John Archer, leader of the agricult­ 
ural labor movement, wrote to Mr. Glalstoae 
tjie other day, asking when the Government 
intends to bring down the bill for assimilat­ 
ing the borough and county franchises. The 
Premier, in a very courteous and compli­ 
mentary Dote, replied that the bill would be 
prepared during the recess, and made the 
piecs de resistance for the next icssion. Tbe 
assimilating of borough and county fran­ 
chises will, it is estimated, increase the Rad­ 
ical strength in the country at least 69 per 
cent. Archer, who is traveling through the 
country holding open air meetings in the 
evenings, makes no secret of the future pro­ 
gramme of the vast organization of Laborers’ 
Unions which he controls. He demands that 
the law of entail and primogeniture be abol­ 
ished, that the land be thrown open for pur­ 
chase, that the church be disestablished, titles 
abolished, etc. The parson, as the Chartists 
used to say, will be compelled to live on the 
affections of his people or starve. This is 
strong talk, and there is plenty of it just 
now. 
Fenian Conspiracies- The Dotterel Dis­ 
aster. 
L ondon, .Tune 19th.—The recent Fenian 
outrages and repeated rumors of dynamite 
plots have given riee to great dissatisfaction 
at the impunity with which such conspiracies 
are said to be hatched in New York. I have 
reason to know that the report that the 
Foreign Office will call the attention of your 
Government to the matter is well founded. 
Earl Granville will contend that to allow 
subscriptions to be publicly solicited for the 
avowed purpose of destroying life and 
property in tiiis country is an unfriendly act 
on the part nf the American Government. 
O'Donnovan R.issa’s boast about the gunboat 
Dotterel, which was at first ridiculed to some 
extent, is confirmed by news received to-day 
that divers have discovered that the explo­ 
sion did not originate either in the boilers or 
magazine. Commander Evans, who was in 
charge of the ill-fated boat, was of the opin­ 
ion that one of the boilers exploded, and that 
the concussion fired the gun-cotton in the 
magazine, but to day’s report knocks that 
theory on the head, and Rossa’«_ story about 
dynamite having been placed in the coal- 
bunkers is now deemed more plausible. 
Other projected outrages have only been frus­ 


trated by the treachery of persons hired to 
commit them. It is said that McKevitt, one 
of the men arrested for attempting to blow 
up the Liverpool Town Hall, has given the 
police a list of many dynamite agents at Liv­ 
erpool and Birkenhead. 
Parnell and the Land Bill—Continued 
Evict Ions. 
L ondon, June 19.h.—l’amtll continues to 
denounce the laud bill as insufficient, but as 
he thinks it better than nothing—that the 
Irish policy would otherwise be bayonet and 
ball cartridge—he is doing his beat to push it 
through the Houso of Commons, The Irish 
leader, who is a ahrewd judge of public 
opinion, has taken this cue from the Irish 
hierarchy and Irish tenantry, who urge the 
acceptance of the bill as an earnest of Glad­ 
stone’s good intentions. His interference and 
the prospect of abundant crops in Ireland, 
combined with the indemnities of "skirmish­ 
ers,” have all but killed the League’s in­ 
fluence. Inspector-General Hillier, of the 
constabulary, reports that tbe country is 
quieter than it has been since New Year’s. 
A large number of evicticns are going on, but 
the Landlords’ Emergency Committee, act­ 
ing no doubt at the suggestion of the Castle, 
has decided not to execute writs of eviction, 
except in cases where a tenant, although per­ 
fectly able, refuses to pay rent and defies 
ejectment. 
Boycott, the O rangem en anil the Land Bill 
L ondon, .Tune 19th.—You will recollect 
that when Captain Boycott gave his name to 
the process of an agrarian seizure the Fer­ 
managh tenants of Lord Erne, whose Mayo 
agent Boycott was, organized a relief party, 
and that for a while the Ulster Orangemen 
threatened to complicate matters by taking 
active measures against the agitators. They 
were encouraged in this by the Tory land­ 
lords. who were atxious to nonplus the Gov­ 
ernment. T1 e funds to carry on this raid 
poured in from the Lodger in England and 
Scotland, and even from Canada. This went 
on uutil the land bill was brought down, and 
nothing more has since been beard of the 
Urangemer. The fact is the Ulster farmers, 
almost to a man, favored the bill, and sup­ 
port the Government’s Irish policy through­ 
out, and this nl-o accounts for the lukewarm 
action displayed by even the moat ferocious 
Tory members. Half a dozen Ulster farm­ 
ers waited on the Premier, and expressed 
their almost ui qualified approval of the 
measure, and some of them afterwards told 
their representatives in tbe House that if the 
bill was mutilated or rejected in the Lords, 
Ulster would do her best to teach the upper 
chamber a lesso i. This lias greatly strength­ 
ened the Ministry, or greatly weakened the 
opponents, and whenever an opposition mem­ 
ber rises in committee with an amendment 
he is put down by the argument that an Eng­ 
lish Tory has no right to object to an Irish 
measure approved by Irish Tories. 
T he T rouble at M tlclielb to w n . County 
Cork. 
N ew Y ork, June 19;b.—Ti e i/eraW s Lim­ 
erick special says : The evictions and pro- 
cess-servings have continued throughout the 
week without resistance. 
The bodies of 
police and scldiers have been so large as to 
overawe the bravest of the would-be insur­ 
gents. The must threatening of the coming 
evictions are some which are to cccur at 
Mitchellstown, County Cork, where it will be 
remembered a desperate encounter was barely- 
avoided a fortnight ago, on the occasion of 
evictions on the property of the Countess of 
Kingstown. In no part of the county are the 
populace more determined and reckless than 
at Mitchellstown, under the shadow cf the 
Galls mountains, avhere the rebellious spirit 
Í3 strongest, and where poverty has made 
the people desperate and lawless. Recent 
events, aud particularly tbis recent en­ 
counter, have intensified the feeling of re­ 
sentment toward the landlords and police. 
There being no di-turbances threatened in 
any other quarter, I visited Mitchelltown, 
which is a t-n-mile drive from Furinay, one 
of the most important military stations in 
Ireland. The surrounding country is very 
picture ij'ie. I first called upon Father 
BurtoD.a rnoRt iateliigentaudcourteous priest, 
from whom I learned how apprehensive he 
and those interested in the safety of the peo­ 
ple were regarding the next eviction day. He 
feared that the consequence might be serious, 
for it was almost imp 'Ssib’e to entirely stop 
the stone throwing. He gave me aD account 
of the late encounter, and believed it was only 
a miracle that prevented torrible bloodshed. 
The soldiers and police numbered 500 and 
the people about 15,000. Many of the latter 
were armed, and all w ere in a state bordering 
on frenzy. Stones were showered on the po­ 
lice and soldiers, and only by Father O’Con­ 
nell’s appeal to the officers rot to order firing, 
ar.d by- their united efforts to pacify 
the people, was a catastrophe prevented. 
I heard in other quarters a most confident 
assertion that ha l the people been fired on 
they would have overwhelmed the soldiers, 
by desperation and numbers if not by arms 
and training. Even Father Burton expres ed 
the belief that the people would have de­ 
feated the soldiers. It is certain that the 
next expedition to Mitchellstown will be at 
least one thousand strong, and will 
be composed of 
selected troop3 and 
police. I asked Father Burton if the 
ringing of the chapi-1 Dells could not be 
prevented. 
lie feared not, as the people 
would break ioto the chapels. The Land 
League was diUDg all it c- uld to pacify the 
people, inducing them to be quiet, but it was 
impossible to prevent them from meeting. 
When excited those in the rear ranks of thé 
crowd would he led to thiow stones, for which 
th->se in the front ranks would suffer if the 
soldiers fired. The League was considering 
the appointment of leading members as spe­ 
cial constables to maintain the peace aud re­ 
strain violence. 
Tlie F re sin t nut! Past In B urnt E ngland. 
L ondon, June 19th.—Those of your read­ 
ers who only know English country life from 
the poems of Mrs. Hemans and others about 
“ the cottage homes,” “ the merry homes,” 
“ the stately homes,” would he taken aback 
if they were to visit rural England just now. 
One hundred of once magnificent estates are 
now tenantless. 
In some counties near 50 
per cent of the lard is out of cultivation, and 
all, as far as may be, rented for the boxes. 
Property is a drug, and rent rolls are rapidly 
diminishing. In olden time every English­ 
man who had made money invested it in land 
property, with the ol j ict of founding family 
dynasty. The East Indiana, " the nabobs, " 
as they were called, spent fabulous 
suma in the good old days of the rotten bor­ 
oughs in acquiring estates w hich brought with 
them seats in Parliament, and iu later limes 
the cotton lords ar.d other capitalists of in­ 
dustry sunk their fortunes iu the manor, as 
sured of a perennial income and a contented 
tenantry. All this belongs to a past age. 
The tenant, manacled by feudal customs and 
oppressed by tithes and big rents, is unable 
to face American competition and If vs. and 
abandons the farm to swell the angry mob in 
the boroug's. The laborer is no longer satis­ 
fied to live from hand to mouth and enjoy the 
bliss of ignorance. Ho wants land of his own, 
and threatens to take it if it is not given to 
him. He belongs to a Union controlled by 
active propagandists of udalism, and insists 
on the franchise, not as a favor, but as a 
right, of wnich the squire and the parson 
have defrauded him through all these years. 
The clergy do not fare much better than the 
squirts. 
Pnstorul E n te r. 
D u blin, June 19th.—A pastoral letter by 
Archbishop McUahle was read in all the 
Catholic churches of the city to-day. It re­ 
grets that even in this c iocese men are preach­ 
ing a doctrine subversive of law and order. 
New R ailroad E nterprise. 
L ondon, June 19th.—A new American 
railroad company was brought out yesterday 
iu the midst of'the discouragement caused by 
a sort of panic iu New York stocks. It is 
called the Alabama, New Orleans, Texas aud 
Pacific Riilroad Company. The prospectus 
states that the object of tbe company is to 
acquire a link which must eventually connect 
the Atlantic cities with New Orleans, the 
Gulf of Mexico and this trans-Missis-ippi 
system of railroad*. The capital asked for 
is £5,000,000—rather a heavy demand at such 
a moment. . The solicitors of the company 
are Morris & Co , the railroad lawyers, long 
connected with the Erie people. The wonder 
here is why a capital should be ssked for in 
England, and why, if it is a good scheme, 
some of it is not offered to the American 
public. This and other projects of a similar 
kind are regarded with great suspicion, espe­ 
cially at a time when established American 
stocks are being knocked up and down to suit 
the convenience of brokers and speculators. 
A Dynamite Find. 
St. P etirsbor», June 19th.—Two caout­ 
chouc bags filled with 150 pounds of dyna­ 
mite were discovered to-day under a bridge 
over the Cathariae Canal. They measured 
twenty-one inches in diameter, and were 
provided with fuses.

B ucharest, June I9th.—All the Ministers 
have resigned.

Citt of M exico, June 14th.—The trouble 
between the States of Durango and Coahuila, 
o® account of the proposed change of the 
course of the river Nazasis to flow through 
Durango, has resulted in an armed body of 
men invading Durango, destroying property 
along the border and causing the inhabitants 
to flee to the interior. Presideut Gocziles 
has sent deputies to inquire into the trouble. 
It is reported that Grant intend* establish­ 
ing a large printing-house and issuing a daily 
English-Spunish paper, for circulation all 
over the world in the interest of railroads.

Last Sunday week the water in patches 
of a hundred or more yards square about 
Tillamook rock light, Oregon, was black 
with small fish, upon which millions of 
birds flocked to feast. 
The Yuba Light Infantry, Co. E, First 
Artillery, of Camptonville, is ordered to 
parade at that place on the 4th of July. 
There will be a grand ball at the armory 
in the evening of that day. 
John Culver, a teamster from Alturas, 
says the newspaper reports about the rav­ 
ages of crickets in Modoc county are 
exaggerated; that they have not done 
damage worth speaking of. 
Near Trnckee C. W . Bowman, while 
working at logging in the woods for Rich­ 
ardson Bros., got his leg broken by a chain 
slipping off a log and striking his leg, snap­ 
ping the bone in two, six inches above the 
foot.

In piping at the Sterling mine, Jackson 
connty, Oregon, this spring, a jawbone 
and teeth of enormous size were unearthed 
at a depth of 40 feet. One of the teeth is 
eight inches long, six inches wide and two 
and a half inches through. 
The Colusa, Lake and Mendocino Tele­ 
graph Company have sold all their right to 
the lines, etc., to C. E. Lark, the operator 
at Colusa, who is having the repairing 
done. The came of the company has been 
changed to Northern Telegraph Company. 
General John B. Frisbie, late of Vallejo, 
now residing in the City of Mexico, where 
he is the agent of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, is expected to arrive in 
New York on the 20th of this month. His 
niece, the daughter of Dr. L. C. Frisbie, of 
Vallejo—Mrs. Dennis McCarthy, of Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y., died in that city recently. 
In Sonoma county the late rains have 
caused comparatively small damage to the 
hay crop, aud here and there to late sown 
wheat. Clover hay has suffered most, and 
in some places the season's yield may be 
set down as nearly worthless, bat other 
qualities have suffered very slightly. The 
wheat crop will not be at all equal in quan. 
tity to that harvested last year, but the 
quality will be generally better. 
Grain is ripening rapidly in this valley 
and barley harvest will soon cemmence. 
Headers will be at work in the Soscol hills 
the latter part of next or the first of the 
week following. Late-sown grain in that 
neighborhood is a total failure, owing to 
the ravages of the Hessian fly. Early- 
sown grain in this vicinity is headed out 
very well indeed, and promises a good 
yield.—[Napa Reporter, June 17th. 
Santa Cruz county has a shooting prodigy 
in the person of Lillian F. Smith, a 10 year 
old girl who lives near Corralitos. She 
recently gave an exhibition of her skill at 
Watsonville, and. astonished the oldest 
sportsmen. The young miss uses a 22 cali­ 
ber Ti pound Ballard rifle, and handles it 
with ease. 
She repeatedly broke balls 
thrown by band into the air, hit two ten 
cent pieces that were thrown up, and did 
other wonderful shooting. 
The experiments being made by some of 
our citizens in silk culture are producing 
results. Mr. Bettlehcim has in five weeks’ 
time raised several pounds of cocoons, 
which ho has sent to the Woman’s Silk 
Culture Association, San Francisco. W. 
W. Smith and Mr. Sellers have mulberry 
groves in a flourishing condition. Our 
climate is seemingly well adapted to their 
growth. Raising cocoons is a work that 
many of our yoimg people might engage in 
not only as a pastime but as a work of 
real profit, as the production always finds 
a ready sale.—[Antioch Ledger. 
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P epsINE a n d T apew op.m —The tape­ 
worm is able to live iu the stomach be­ 
cause of its ability to resist the digestive 
action of the fluids normal to the stomach. 
In a stronger peptic solution the live worm 
Bnccnmbs and is digested like any other 
flesh. 
Accordingly a French physician 
treated with strong doses of pepsine a child 
who had passed segments of a large tape­ 
worm. About forty-five grains of pepsine 
were administered daily for five days. The 
child experienced no harm and showed no 
special symptoms. Then a proper dose of 
sulphate of pelleticrino with castor oil was 
given, and the discharges showed no signs 
of the worm. 
Subsequent experiments 
with vegetable pepsine—papaine—which is 
mnch more active, are said to have 
given very promising results. 
One child 
passed fragments of tapeworm ten inches 
in length, softened and partially digested. 


T h e U n c e r ta in C h a ra c te p . o f Ozone. 
In a brief review of a paper on the san- 
itology of odors delivered in New York a 
short time ago by Dr. J. S. LmdBley, the 
Scientific American w isely remarks that, in 
view of the uncertainties touching the oc­ 
currence and action of ozone in tne air, it 
may be prudent to wait awhile before ad­ 
mitting ozone to be quite so powerful a 
factor of individual or national genius, 
health or social development, as Dr. Linds- 
ley and others would have ns believe. 
The Springfield Republican says that

The New Y ork Scnat orshlp*. 
A lbany, June ISth.—In the Joint Con­ 
vention to-day, the vote to elect a successor 
to Conklin? stood as follows : Jacobs 34, 
Conkliog 20.

CONKLING RETICENT. 
N ew York, J udb ISth.—Uonkling and 
Platt are at present at the Fifth Avenue Ho­ 
tel. The ex-Senators receive few- callers. 
Conkling was found in his rooms, but was 
extremely reticent about the subject of the 
Senatorial contest. He observed that the 
political interests of the State were in such a 
condition of chaos at present that it would 
be imprudent for him to speak on any sub­ 
ject, and especially on one so intimately con­ 
nected with the honor nf those who are con­ 
cerned in the investigation. Conkling said 
that any day might bring about the climax 
which has been so earnestly desired and so 
eagerly sought. 
WHY GRANT IS IN THE CITY. 
General Grant refuses to converse on poli­ 
tice, and declares that his presence in the 
city is due to the want of rest, which he is 
hopeful of having satisfied in the metropolis 
and at Long Branch. The General will in 
all probability leave for the seashore about 
the middle of next week. The Aews says : 
Ex-Senators Conkling and Platt and General 
Grant met in Conkling’s room at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel tl)i3 forenoon, and were iu 
consultation for one hour. Messengers were 
then sent out for Vice-President Arthur, 
John W. Smith, Senator JoneB and a few 
others, including several local politicians. 
The consultation did not last long. Piatt 
then departed for his down-town office, and 
the others scattered, Conkling remaining 
with Grant. It was reported that some con­ 
sideration was given to the question of 
whether it would be advisable for Grant to 
go to Albany, and it was concluded that it 
would not be helpful to Conkling. Another 
point, which is to be further considered to­ 
night and to-morrow, is tbe possibility that 
A COMPROMISE WILL HAVE TO BE MADE 
In order to save one stalwart Senator. Conk­ 
ling said he would not go back to Washing­ 
ton unless Platt went with him. His friends 
urged him not to make this an irrevocable 
decision, but he said he should adhere to it. 
Cornell’s name was considered iu case a com­ 
promise ehould be necessary, but Arthur 
strongly objected. Tne only name that could 
find a united support was that of Grant. He 
said he did not want the office. He has the 
Mexican Railroad on his hands, and does not 
want to return to active political life. He, 
however, consented to keep the question 
under advisement. 
One of the principal 
matters to be considered by the stalwart 
leaders to day and to-morrow is the prepa­ 
ration of testimony for the Investigating 
Committee next week. Senator Platt said 
to-day some startling developments might be 
expected. “ I do not see,” eaid Platt, “ how 
the matter is going to end. I see no immedi­ 
ate prospect of either an election or an ad­ 
journment. Depew’s vote will break up next 
week.”

ill some newspaper in New Orleans, wherein 1 was 
quoted as saying you were connected with certain 
banks, and that you were President of one of them 
In your interview as published you admit all and 
exactly what I did say, that you are a Director in 
the United States National Bank cf New York c ty. 
This I know from official sources. I never said vou 
were the President cf the bank, or that you were 
connected with any other bank, because I did not 
know it. 
Tne convc-r*at:on occurred among a party of gen­ 
tlemen, all of whom, so far as I know, are your ad­ 
mirers. ft turned on your Mexican railroad enter 
prise, and the part relating to your banking busi­ 
ness was only an incident of it. There was in the 
company a prominent newspaper correspondent, 
and he made the conversation the basis of an inter 
view. You take exceptions in your interview. You 
are made to say that I intended to “ talk slurrfiigly 
of you and to belittle you.” Now, sir, you know

New York, June 18:h.—The Herald's 
Washington special says: It is said at the 
War Department that unless the casualties 
in the army during the next academic year 
are greater than they have been in the year 
past, not more than one-fourth, or about 
fourteen of the next class to graduate, can be 
commissioned. The rest will return to civil 
pursuits. The existing vacancies to be tilled 
by the class just graduated are thirty-three, 
leaving twenty additional Second Lieuten­ 
ants, who will be assigned to vacancies as 
fast as they occur. The probability is that 
during tbe year the vacancies will not be 
more than thirteen in excess cf the number 
to be provided for in the class uow awaiting 
assignment. 
The Adjutant-General to-day 
issued a circular covering the 1 aw to be here­ 
after observed. 
Under the laws cited the 
appointments to fill the vacancies in the grade 
of Second Lieutenants in the army are made : 
First, from the graduating class of each year 
at the Military Academy ; second, from the 
meritorious non-commissioned officers of the 
army ; third, from the regular graduates of 
the Military Academy, honorably discharged 
from service; fourth, from civil life. The 
first three classes are more than sufficient to 
fill the vacancies occurring in the army from 
year to year. 
C hinear S tu d y in g T elegraphy. 
N ew Y ork, June ISth.—A Hartford 
special says : The Chinese Government re­ 
cently tent instructions through the Embassy 
at Washington to the Chinese Educational 
Commission iu this city to establish a class of 
telegraphy, and operations will be com­ 
menced next week. At present there is no 
telegraphic communication in tiie CLiueie 
Empire, excepting between a few of the 
larger [.daces on the coast. It is understood 
that the communication is to be solely Eog- 
lish, or in other tongues than Chinese, and 
that no system has yet been devised by which 
Chinese could communicate by wire in till ir 
own language. The project, as reported here, 
contemplates the establishment of a Govern­ 
mental telegraphic system, to extend to all of 
the Empire, wiih operators who are to be 
thoroughly instructed alike in the theory ar.d 
the practical operation of the electric tele­ 
graph. It will be necessary to prepare a sys­ 
tem of telegrapflic signs and symbols which 
shall indicate the Chinese characters. It ii 
proposed to have students here, in learning 
the art, use the ordinary system of_ this 
country, and, as they are will acquainted 
with English, they could in their own country 
either telegraph in English and translate into 
Chineie, or use the proposed system cf 
Chinese telegraphic symbols. 
Death of a n Ex-Kcnntor. 
C raw fordsvii.le (Ind ). June ISth - E x ­ 
Senator Henry S. Lane died this afternoon, 
aged SO. 
[Henry S. Lane was born in Montgomery county, 
Ky., February 24, 1801 ; received a good cominon- 
school educition, and, under a tutor, some knowl­ 
edge of the class cs ; t nulled la v in Kentucky, hut 
removed to Indiana, and was admitted to the bar in 
that .State. In 1837 he was elected to the Indiana 
Legislature ; was a Representative In Congress from 
Indiana from 1841 to 1843 ; served as a Lieuteuant- 
Culonel of volunteers under General Taylor in the 
war with Mexico, in 1840. In lshll he was elected to 
the United bta'es Senate, to contest the sea. of J. 
D. Bright, but was denied the seat. In 1831 he was 
elected Governor of Indiana, but two Jays after his 
inauguration he was again elected a Senator in Con­ 
gress from Indiana, bincc tt e expiration of hiB last 
term in the Senate he has taken no active part in 
public life. 
ra v e llin g Aztec M ysteries, 
N ew Y ork, J une 18 th—The Boston Herald's 
correspondent, writing from Fort Wingate, 
N. M., describes in enthusiaslic language the 
discoveries made by F. A. Cushing, who was 
sent out by the Smithsonian Institute two 
years ago to investigate in the pueblos of 
New Mexico the history and customs of the 
nativeB. Cushing, who has made Zuni, tne 
last of the Indian pueblos, the eeat of his 
researches, is said to have acquired great in­ 
fluence and a prominent position among the 
people, so-that every facility for exploration 
and study has been afforded him, even to the 
disclosure of customs which religious super­ 
stition had jealously guarded. 
He has 
mastered the language and mysteries of a 
complicated religious system, and is said to 
be now in a position to overthrow many of 
the hitherto accepted beliefs respecting the 
Aztecs, and even most of the established tra­ 
ditions about the great Montezuma. 
A F u rious Storiu. 
C leveland, June 18;h.—A severe storm 
swept over a portion of northern Ohio last 
night. Trees were uprooted, huildings blown 
down and unroofed, and considerable damage 
done by lightning and water. Near Wake- 
man hilf of the Ruggles Grove was felled by 
the cyclone. Several orchards were more or 
less destroyed. Farms were torn in pieces, 
and horses and cattle were killed or injured. 
The storm's track was half a mile wide, and 
its duration was one hour. 
Cjclone In llllnnis. 
C hicago, June 18th.—The Times has in­ 
formation of a serious cyclone at Harvard, 
111, on the Northwestern Railroad.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Politics In F'rancc. 
N ew Y ork, June 18th.—The Tribune's 
London special says : The Paris correspond­ 
ent of the Tribune, who is much in Gam- 
betta’s confidence, writes despairingly of the 
situation. Gambetta considers the rejection 
of the Bordeaux proposal to accelerate the 
dissolution of the Chamber as a more stti us 
rebuff than the defeat of his scrutin de liste 
on the department elections bill. He has 
nothing to do at present, but will wait. 
Nyither President Grevy nor ex-Premier Si­ 
mon will profit greatly by Gambetta’s tempo­ 
rary relapse. Clemeuceau has American 
views and an American wife, aud comes to 
the front, and will appeal to the country in 
favor of administrative reforms. The repeal 
of the repressive piess and other laws, Grevy 
is satisfied, will be a check to Gambetta, and 
will not resist Clemenceau’s programme, 
which involves no hostility between Clemen- 
eeau and Gambetta. One of Gambetta’s or­ 
gans publishes a remarkable proposal. It is 
that 
Gambetta 
should visit America 
and study American institutions, consid­ 
ering that his schemes 
for political 
ascendancy are indefinitely postponed, antici­ 
pating that the next Chamber will be less 
Gambettish than the present, and paesuming 
that Grevy is resolved not to ask Gambetta 
to form a Ministry unless under compulsion, 
which is not immediately probable. The 
siens multiply that there is a w idening con­ 
viction of Gambelta’s fall, and the courtiers 
abandon him. Generals lately eager to pay 
homage avoid meeting him. Several import­ 
ant newspspers turn against him, including 
About’s D u NeuriJc Sicclc and Girardm’B 
France, which, since Giraidin’s death, is de­ 
voted to political and financial stock-jobbing 
exclusively, Aurient, the editor, resigning 
honorably rather than acquiesce. These 
views te m tio gloomy, but certainly indi­ 
cate tbe immediate impiessions cf numerous 
French Republicans in high positions. No­ 
body, however, supposes that Clemenccau or 
anybody else is capable of assuming the au­ 
thority which Gambetta has heretofore 
wielded, and which he is likely to wield 
agaiD, sooner than is now supposed. 
“ T he IternbnrdlV * O plnlou of A m erica. 
P aris, June lS.h.—An interview with Sara 
Bernhardt is published, in which she calls 
America “ A grand country, colossal, extra­ 
ordinary, fabulous. The audiences at Amer­ 
ican theaters are brilliant; such rich toilets— 
tbe ladies know how to dress. The public 
understand very well; their appreciation is 
quite warm and sympathetic. The women 
are charming, but tbe men are not so nice as 
the women. American artists are clever. 
They have talent, appreciation and tempera­ 
ment, but systematic training is wanting, and 
there is no ensemble in the acting. The 
newspapers have made statements about me 
which are incorrect. One is in respect to my 
marriage with M. Angelo. YVe were old 
comrades at the conservatoire, and the best 
of friends, but never, never, shall I marry 
M. Angelo.” 
T he T rouble In Irela n d . 
L ondon, June 18th.—Mr. Cull, President 
of the Keerdam Branch of the Land League, 
has been arrested at Boyle. 
At the Land Sessions at Castlebar, Connty 
Mayo, a tenant named Tilson claimed £5,895 
compensation from Lord Lucan for improve- 
u eats. Lord Lucan refused to pay any­ 
thing, but the Court gave decision in favor of 
Tilson for £2,954. 
New Y ork, June 18th.—A London social 
says : The most important political incident 
of the week passed almost unnoticed 
and unieported, namely, Parnell’s virtual 
announcement, on Tuesday, of his aband­ 
onment of the opposition to the land 
bill. He spoke briefly, advising Biggar to 
withdraw his amendment, declaring that 
nothing should be done to imperil the passage 
of this gigantic measure for the benefit of Ire­ 
land. Parnell’s friends explain his complete 
change of policy to his Whitsuntide visit to 


Ireland, where he discovered that his sup­ 
porters were perplexed and irritated by his 
opposition, and that the peasantry were eager 
for the passage of the bill. The political ad­ 
visers of the League agreed that it was im­ 
possible to persist in the previous poliev of 
opposition. This produces a great and ben * 
ficial change in the whole political si'uation, 
and dispenses for the present with the neces­ 
sity for new measures to facilitate the prog­ 
ress of the bill tfcroush the House. It reas­ 
sures the Government and relieves the strain 
on Parliament. 
It is now confidently ex­ 
pected that the bill will reach the House of 
Lords by the middle of July. On iho other 
hand, it is believed that Gladstone is disposed 
to admit to a certain extent, the principle of 
compensation to landlords, and, if so, it is ex­ 
pected that the House of Lords will assent to 
the second reading. The Ministers are in 
goodjspirits accordingly. 
T he Liverpool Fenians. 
Liverpool, June 18th.—McKevitt and 
McGrath, charged with attempting to blow 
up the Town Hall, were examined to-day. 
The Prosecuting Solicitor said he did not in 
tend to go into the question of Fcnlanism. as 
the caBe would stand on its own merits. 
McKevitt, he said, had denied sny connec­ 
tion with the Fenians, but the regular de­ 
livery at his lodgings of the Irish World, 
with his printed address, as though he was a 
regular subscriber, would be proved. An 
analytical chemist had ascertained that the 
bomb used in the attempt was tilled with 
nitroglycerine. McGrath’s landlady,' he 
said, would prove that he (McGrath) pos­ 
sessed an iron piping similar to tho botnb, 
and that he had been secretly engaged in 
hammering something. At tbe chx-e of the 
evidence the prisoners were committed for 
trial. McGrath was then charged alone with 
causing the late explosion at the police bar­ 
racks. 
A Scare at Itlru;ln£liuni. 
Birmingham, June ISth.—The authorities 
here are strictly guarding the Town Hall, 
owirg to warnings from Louden. 
Italian N yntpathlrers. 
^Marseilles, June 18th.—At midnight last 
night, as the troops just disembarked on 
their return from Tunis, were marching 
through the Hue Kepublique, hi-scs were 
heard from the Italian National Club. The 
crowd surrounded the Club-horn,e and de­ 
manded the removal of the Italian escutch­ 
eon from tho building. The Prefect of the 
Police advised its removal, but the President 
of the Club peremptorily refused. The Pre­ 
fect then endeavored to calm the crowd, and 
sent for gendarmes, but before their arrival 
the Deputy Mayor and a Municipal Coun­ 
cilor, in spite of the protests of tho police, 
tore down the escutcheon. The crowd after­ 
ward dispersed, and the approach to tbe 
Club hor.Be is occupied by troops. 
The Italian Consul has expre- ed to the 
Prefect i f Police his regrets fir the scfce at 
the Italisn National Club dating the pass­ 
ing by of returning troops from the Tunisian 
expedition. 
A rctic Research. 
N ew Y ork, June 18th.—A 1. r.don special 
says: M. ¡8;biek; ff is indefntigrblo in his 
endeavors to open the Arctic regions ta com­ 
merce and navigation. He has fitted out 
sledge expeditions which are to tfko food 
and clothes to the Oscar Dicksi n and North­ 
ward, his two ships now frozen up in the 
Arctic Ocean, and of which nothing has been 
beard since the early part of last year. The 
steamer Nordecskjold is being prepared at 
St. Gothcnsbnrg lor a new voyage to the 
month of the Jenisey.

THE FRENCH 
DRAMA. 


France, the country which íb dow more 
prolific in dramatic authors than any other, 
which now supplies the theaters of all 
other countries with at least the ground­ 
work and the substance of the greater 
number of plays performed in them , and 
which alone cultivates the art of Roscius 
to such a degree as to produce a school of 
highly-trained actors, is the only civilized 
country, Russia perhaps excepted—if Rus­ 
sia as a country may be called civilized— 
which has no national drama. 
Among the 
people who 
have 
produced 
Corneille, 
Racine, and the greater Moliere, Talma 
aud Rachel, 
the drarna is an exotic. 
French tragedy Í3 Greek ; French com­ 
edy, Spanish. 
W hatever is not Spanish 
in French comedy is not dramatic, al­ 
though it may be comic ; whatever is not 
Greek in French tragedy is neither tragic 
nor dramatic. 
Other civilized peoples, 
notably the English, have a drama which 
is strongly marked with national traits, 
which has been developed by the hands 
of genius from rude, indigenous germs, and 
which, although modified externally in its 
perfected strength, or in its decay by the 
influence of other schools, still retains its 
national form aud spirit. 
But France, 
under the pernicious influence of its Acad­ 
emy, and of that suckling Academy the 
Hotel Rambouillet, cast aside as barbarous 
the crude, chaotic plays of original and 
elemental substance which she, like other 
nations, once possessed, and which yet had 
within them the germs of a new and char­ 
acteristic dramatic literature, and delib­ 
erately assumed the position of an imi­ 
tator. 
The French drama is not a spon­ 
taneous growth ; it is an artificial manu­ 
facture. 
The Hotel Rambouiilet and the 
Academy said, “ Go to ! let us make to 
ourselves a drama. 
In comedy we will 
form it upon the intrigue of the Spanish 
stage; in tragedy we will emulate the 
severe simplicity of the Greeks. 
It shall 
be very correct and proper according to the 
rules of art and convenance, if not very 
decent morafly ; certain words shall be 
allowed to the comic writers, and certain 
others to the tragic, and it shall be literary 
felony for either to use the others lan­ 
guage ; and let us bewaie that the unities 
are rigidly observed.” 
And they did so ; 
and thus it is th at in the French drama 
w hat is essential is foreign, and what is 
national is adventitious.—[June Atlantic. 


HEALTHY 
BREAKFASTS. 


If a child were properly fed, it would, 
up to full adult size, not ask for anything 
more than porridge, milk, bread and fruit. 
There would be no desire for animal m at­ 
ter early in the day, and this would not 
be required till later m the day. 
Our un­ 
scientific ways of eating have created tastes 
that may truly be called unnatural, and 
we stimulate the system, when it should 
merely be fed and have m atter to replace 
its waste. 
Among the cereals for break­ 
fast, which we should like to recommend 
to a healthy and unspoilt digestion, are 
those 
th at 
have 
already 
undergone 
a certain process of desiccation, 
and, 
therefore, 
require 
less 
cooking 
and 
lees working up iu the stomach. The rich­ 
est cereals are wheat, Indian corn, oats 
and barley, and their constitnents are such 
as to furnish all the elements of which we 
found, in onr first article, man was com­ 
posed. 
To combine a good cereal porridge 
with healthy milk is about the best food 
the young can take in the early part of the 
day ; sw-eeten this with Bugar or molasses 
and the palate is also pleased. 
It is when 
the taste has been early spoilt that we re­ 
quire stim ulants in one shape or another. 
Those cereals are most beneficial for us 
th at are the growths of our own climate, 
and give us the resisting power to its influ­ 
ence. 
Cereal cakes should not be entirely 
condemned, bnt may be made so th at the 
digestion can deal with them properly. 
The first thing for a proper cooking of cer­ 
eals is a proper cooking utensil, and this 
should always be a steam boiler, or one 
utensil contained in another. 
We refer to 
the porcelain ware, the granite ware, or the 
best block tin farina boiiers. 
The cereals, 
which are to be enumerated, are always 
best cooked with water, milk being added 
later, as well as sugar. 
The reason why 
it is better, particularly for the dwellers 
in town, to use prepared cereals, is, that 
the digestive organs of all townsfolk are 
in a weaker condition, and can, therefore, 
not undergo the hard work of digesting un­ 
prepared cereals.—[From the Food and 
Health Journal.

A n O ld B i r d .—The Gridley 
(Butte 
county) Herald is responsible for the fol­ 
lowing : 
Thomas Chaplin, of Virginia City, Ne­ 
vada, passed through this city last Friday, 
with a team and light wagon, on his way 
home from a visit to friends in Sonoma 
county. 
W hen crossing Bntte creek, ten 
miles west of this place, he shot and killed 
a sandhill crane. 
The bird acted as if lost, 
and being alone, attracted Mr.Chaplin’s at­ 
tention with the above result. 
After the 
bird was killed Mr. Chaplin decided to 
save the feathers. 
W hile thuB engaged he 
Baw th at the bird was blind, a thick white 
film covering the pupils of both eyes, and 
on the neck he discovered a crease en­ 
circling it, which looked as if at some time 
or other the head had been almost cut off 
with a knife. 
Cpou close investigation, 
however, the gentleman found th at this 
crease was caused by a wire around the 
neck and sunk deep into the flesh—so much 
so th at it could not be seen until the flesh 
had been cat away. 
Suspended from the 
wire, which passed through a little hole 
near the rim of the coin, was w hat had 
evidently at one time been a silver quarter- 
dollar. Both sides of the piece were smooth 
and bore 
the 
following 
inscriptions: 
“ Captured at Fort Du Quesne, May 25, 
1783.” 
“ Released at Fort Dearborn, No­ 
vember 17, 1846.” The coin was of a dull 
bright color, but haring been protected by 
the soft down, bore no evidence of having 
experienced rongh weather. 
Cranes are 
out of their latitude in this climate at this 
season of the year, and it is highly prob­ 
able the bird was unable by reason of the 
infirmities of old age to travel any longer. 
It is more than likely the coin was an Eng­ 
lish piece, as this Government had not 
ssued metal money at that early day.

DEVELOPMENTS. 


The tendency of needles to infest the 
human body has long been known. 
These 
troublesome parasites attack women almost 
exclusively, doubtless for the reason that 
the softness of the feminine tissues reuders 
it easy for needles to drive their galleries 
and pursue their devious courses. W hether 
needles are present in the system in an 
acute or chronic form they are rarely dan­ 
gerous. 
A woman who swallows a needle 
is pretty sure to feel occasional pains of an 
apparently neuralgic character, but this is 
the c'-ief inconvenience which she suffers. 
Sooner or later the needle is certain to 
come to the surface, where it can be easily 
captured. 
Cases have 
been Known of 
women who have become infested by doz­ 
ens of needles, all of which have harmlessly 
made their way to her exterior. 
The nee­ 
dle disease therefore, while it affords a 
curious study to the scientific investigator, 
is not regarded by physicians as an affair of 
much consequence, or as one which calls 
for any treatm ent except the exhibition of 
emery powder in small doses, the action 
of which, in keeping the needles sharp 
and 
bright, 
and 
thus enabling them 
to make their way to the skin with rap­ 
idity, is regarded as especially valuable. 
Needles have never been supposed to be 
hereditary, but a recent case reported by a 
phyeician of eminence proves th at needles 
may be inherited. 
A lady accidently ran 
a needle into her foot tw enty years ago, 
and it lay apparently dormant in her sys­ 
tem so many years that its existence was 
almost forgotten. 
In 1S78 she was m ar­ 
ried, and a year after the birth, of her in­ 
fant daughter the needle made its appear­ 
ance in the infant’s shoulder. 
There could 
be no doubt that it was the original needle 
by which the mother had been attacked in 
I860,- for it was of a peculiar and now ob­ 
solete pattern, and the mother distinctly 
remembered th at needles of that pattern 
were in use at the time of her attack. 
There can be no doubt that the infant in­ 
herited the needle from her motner, and 
that henceforth physicians will expect to 
find a tendency to needles in children 
eitherof whose parents has suffered from the 
presence of needles in the tissues. 
As it is 
asserted th at people 
have 
died 
from 
needles, although there are very few such 
cases on record, the insurance companies 
will doubtless add to the questions which 
they put to candidates for insurance, “ Did 
your father or mother ever swallow needles, 
and, if so, how many and what kind—sew­ 
ing. darning, or carpet ?” 
The needle disease reminds one of a new 
and remarkable disease which has attacked 
a lady residing in Chicago, O. She is m ar­ 
ried and of the age of 47, and has hitherto 
been 
nnnsually exempt from sickness. 
Three weeks ago she began to cut a new 
set of teeth. 
That an adult should cut a 
new set of teeth is not an event without a 
parallel, but in this instance the Chicago 
lady’s teeth do not appear in her mouth. 
They came to the surface in the most mis­ 
cellaneous 
manner, so that she fairly 
bristled with teeth from head' to foot. 
Thirty-three teeth had thus been cut at 
the latest advices, and more were confi­ 
dently expected. 
As fast as the teeth ap­ 
peared they were gathered by the lady’s 
husband, who intends to place them on 
exhibition at the rooms of a leading local 
dentist. 
This phenomenon is explained by the 
doctors much as they explain the phenom­ 
ena of the needle disease. 
They insist that 
the Chicago lady must have accidentally 
swallowed a full set of false teeth, and that 
these, becoming detached from the plate, 
have worked their way to her surface. This 
is probably true. 
The lady, however, de­ 
nies having ever consciously swallowed her 
teeth, though she admits th at three years 
ago she did own a full set of false teeth, 
which she lost, bnt which she still believes 
were either mislaid by her or loaned to 
some friend whose name she cannot recall, 
and who failed to return them. 
If she re ­ 
ally did swallow them, it is evident that 
false teeth, like needles, have the power to 
explore the recesses of the human body, 
and to make their way to any extremity 
with eaBe and certainty. 
I t is to be hoped 
th at hereafter men and women who are ad ­ 
dicted to false teeth will recognize the im­ 
policy of swallowing them, and th at the 
medical faculty will not be required to 
take notice of a second case of a human 
being infested by teeth in the muscles. 
Still more remarkable is the case of the 
Cincinnati German who accidentally con­ 
tracted the marble disease. 
He was accus­ 
tomed whenever he was in the least degree 
excited to drink a gallon of beer, and for 
th at purpose kept a large pewter measure, 
holding precisely a gallon, on his dining­ 
room table. 
Being one day engaged in an 
earnest pork argument with a neighbor who 
had called at his house, he hastily took up 
the measure and drained it. 
There was 
only half a gallon of beer in the measure, 
although the servant girl thought she had 
filled it. The German’s small-boy had taken 
the liberty of putting all his marbles in the 
measure on the previous evening, and had 
thus half filled it. 
In his excitement the 
worthy German swallowed the entire two 
quarts of marbles, and a month later broke 
oat with an ernption of assorted marbles of 
all sizes and materials, greatly to the re­ 
lief of the smaU boy, who had mourned his 
treasures as beiDg hopelessly lost. 
Four 
hundred and seven marbles made their 
way to the snrface of the suffering man, 
but, after they had been gathered by the 
physician and nurse, he recovered, and, 
although his Burface is badly pitted, he is 
now as well as usual. 
Aud, finally, the most remarkable thing 
of all is the ease with which the public 
swallows these stories of needle, teeth and 
marble diseases. 
Of all the feats of swal­ 
lowing tbia is undoubtedly the most won­ 
derful, and there seems to be bardly a man, 
woman or child in the community who is 
not capableof swallowing any and all stories 
of this general character.—[N. Y. Times.

No two are alike. 
Everything, from 
the smallest to the greatest, is impressed 
with a specific character and individuality. 
The Creator’a invention is exhaustless, and 
he no more repeats himself in the geogra­ 
phy of a thumb than in the geography of a 
continent.

let him take a little black, or aniline color, 
and try. 
He will acquire an acquaintance 
with his thumb and a respect for it that 
wi 11 be quite interesting. —[ Baltimore Every 
Saturday.

MEMORABLE 
EARTHQUAKES. 


The most notable and disastrous earth­ 
quakes on record, it may be said, are those 
of Italy (526), when 120.000 persons per­ 
ished, and of Sicily (1693), when 60,000 
lost their lives. 
According to Gibbon, 
towards 542 each year was marked with 
the repetition of earthquakes of such du­ 
ration that Constantinople was shaken 
above forty days—of such extent that the 
shock was communicated to the whole 
surface of the empire. 
At Antioch a 
quarter of a million persons are said to 
have perished. 
This period of earthquake 
aud plage (542-7) was the period when the 
superior planets were in perihelion as they 
are now. 
Arabian and Persian chronicles 
record 111 earthquakes between the sev­ 
enth and eighteenth centuries, some luting 
from forty to seventy days, and nearly all 
accompanied by winds or floods, or terrible 
storms of lightning and thunder. 
Readers 
of the “ Relations des Jesnites” will re­ 
member the great earthquakes of 1663, 
which shook and tossed tne earth for six 
months from Gaspe to Montreal, the rival 
of our own earthquake of 1811 in the 
Mississippi Valley. 
The severest of the 
earthquakes felt in this region was that of 
November, 1755, an echo of the convul­ 
sion that tumbled down Lisbon—and saved 
the Pomba Ministry, through the fact that 
the Minister’s house was almost the only 
one left uninjured and his family one of 
the few not bereaved of a member. 
Hein 
in his interesting opnscale on earthquakes, 
estimates that on an average two earth­ 
quakes a day occur on the earth. 
In 1870, 
though there was no severe single shock, 
2,225 houseB were destroyed or greatly 
damaged in Italy, 98 persons killed, and 
223 wounded. 
The same shock may last 
for y e a n ; instance that of Viege, in the 
Valais, which endured from July, 1855, to 
1857. 
At Cabul 33 severe shocks have 
been felt in one d a y ; at Honduras, in 
1856, 108 were counted in a week, and at 
Hawaii in 1868, 2,000 shocks occurred in 
one month. 
Hein, it may be said in con­ 


clusion, opposes the theory of a connection 
between earthquakes aud volcanic erup­ 
tions, and cons ders 'h a t cf their coinci­ 
dence with atmrsph ri-- 
phenomena as 
better supported by facts 
for they are ce- 
eisionally preceded or accompanied by 
thick and w de spread fogs at s asui.s 
when fogs are not frequent, by sudden 
falls of tne barometer and equal y suddeu 
changes of temperature. Their occurrence, 
however, in tho majority of cases coincides 
with normal meteorological conditions. 
Earthquakes are more frequent af;er sun­ 
set than in the daytime, in autum n and 
winter than in spring. 
The influence oí 
the meion is insignificant.—[Philadelphia 
Bulletin. 


DEFERRED DISPATCHES. 


FORTUNES THAT W¡ RS. 


Speaking of rich men, says the New 
York correspondent of the Rochester Dem­ 
ocrat, it may he added that the foundation 
of great fortunes is laid slowly. 
Then 
comes the gradual growth and the culmi­ 
nation which is followed by inevitable 
decay. 
As Pope says : 
The laws of God and of our land 
Abhor a jvrjietuity should stand. 
A number of large fortunes are now either 
slowiy crumbling or pasting rapidly away. 
One of those capitalists who formerly com­ 
manded the admiration of the city was 
John G. Coster. 
He was a German, aud 
formerly owned tho site of the Astor 
House. 
I remember one of his sons 
(Washington Coster), who inherited, as it 
was said, nearly a million. This was many 
years ago, when such a sum was worth 
thrice its present value. 
He was a fast 
young man, and got to the end of this in a 
few years after attaining his majority. 
Another rich estate was that of the Tobias 
family, which owned lands near Madison 
Square. 
Adjacent to these was the Brc- 
voort estate, a portion of which is still 
iu the han is of some of the heirs. 
The 
great estate of John Mason (once the dry 
goods prince of his day) and that aleo 
of Henry Eekford, formerly the great ship­ 
builder, are now out of notice, but of the 
former only a small portion remains. 
An­ 
other past estate was the Hone property. 
Philip Hone was formerly one of our mag­ 
nates, having been not only a merchant 
prince, but Mayor and founder of Clinton 
Hall Association. He left a large property, 
which has faded away in the natural 
course of things. 
The CoddiDgtons, of 
Boud street, were also among the magnates 
of fa3hioD, but where are they now ? 
Alderman Carman, who difd a few years 
ago, left $1,000,000, but little of this 
princely estate remains in the possession of 
the family. Carmau began as a carpenter ; 
it were well for some of his heirs if they 
were in some such business now. 
I have 
tin j referred to some of the great names, 
but there are many of less importance 
which might be mentioned, which are rap­ 
idly wasting away. 
The conduct of these 
wasteful heirs reminds one of Pope’s pun­ 
gent lines— 
At best it fails to some ungracious son 
Wbo cries my father’s damned aud alt’s my own. 
Pope’s hit3 at the errors of mankind 
seem to have been w ritten for our own day. 
Here is another : 
The riches like insects when concealed they lie, 
Wait but to. wings and in their season tiy, 
Who sees pale iu..mmon pine amid her St- re, 
Sees but a backward steward for the po*r. 
One year a reservoir, with ..one to spare, 
The next a fountain spouting through your heir.

Macaulay’s definition of a dog as “ an 
animal that only spoiled conversation ” is 
quite characteristic of that eminent and, 
withal, monopolizing talker, who would 
most unreservedly have indorsed the par­ 
ody, “ Oue man’s pet is another man’s 
nuisance.” 
B ut Goethe’s feelings had 
passed the bounds of boredom ; dogs were 
au abhorrence to him ; their barking drove 
him to distraction. 
Mr. Lewes tells us of 
the poet’s troubles as theatrical manager at 
Weimar, when the cabal against him had 
craftily persuaded the Duke Carl August, 
whose fondness for dogs was as remarkable 
as Goethe’s aversion to them, to invite to 
his capital the comedian Karsten and his 
poodle, which had been performing, amid 
the enthusiastic acclamations of Paris and 
Germany, the leading part in the melodrama 
of “ The Dog of Montargis.” Goethe, being 
apprised of this prospect, haughtily replied: 
“ One of our theattr regulations stands, 
‘No dogs admitted on the stag e;” ’ and 
thus dismissed the subject. 
But the invi­ 
tation bad already goue, and the dog ar­ 
rived. 
After the first rehearsal Goethe 
gave his Highness the choice between the 
dog and his Highness’s then stage man­ 
ager; and the Duke, angry at his opposi­ 
tion, severed a long friendship by a most 
offensive letter of dismissal. 
He quickly, 
however, came to his senses, and, repent­ 
ing of his unworthy petulance, wrote to 
the poet in a most conciliatory to n e; 
but, 
though 
the cloud 
passed 
away, 
no 
entreaty 
could 
ever 
induce 
Goethe to resume 
his 
post. 
Alfred 
de Musset’s dislike of dogs was intensi­ 
fied by unfortunate experience, for twice 
in his 
life a dog had 
gone near to 
wreck 
his 
prospects ; 
once, when, at 
a royal 
hunting 
party, 
he 
blunder­ 
ingly shot Lonis Philippe’s favorite point­ 
er ; and again, when, as a candidate for 
the Academy, he was paying the cus­ 
tomary 
visit of 
ceremony to 
an 
in­ 
fluential 
immortal. 
Just 
as 
he 
rang 
at the 
chatean gate an ugly, muddy 
whelp rnshed joyously and noisily to 
greet him, fawning npon the poet’s new and 
dainty costume. 
Reluctant to draw any 
distinction of courtesy, at such a time, be­ 
tween the Academician and his dog. he 
had no alternative but to accept the slimy 
caresses, and the escort of the animal into 
the salon. 
The embarrassment of his host 
he accounted for by the barely defensible 
behavior of his pet, but when the dog, 
having followed them into the dining-room, 
placed two muddy paws upon tho cloth 
and seized the wing of a cold chicken, De 
Musset’s suppressed wrath found relief in 
the reserved suggestion : 
“ You are fond 
of dogs, I see.” 
“ Fond of dogs !” echoed 
the Academician, “ I hate dogs.” 
“ But 
this animal here,” ventured De Musset. 
“ I have borne with the beast,” was the 
reply, “ only because it is yours.” “ Mine?” 
cried the poet, “ I thought it was yours, 
which was all that prevented me from 
killing him !” 
The two men shouted with 
laughter ; De Musset gained a friend ; but 
the dog and his kind an enemy more bitter 
than before. —[Temple Bar.

MEN 
WHO 
WHISTLE. 


Of men who whistle, few proceed to ex­ 
trem ities of tune. 
It can hardly be said 
th a t they whistle for want of thonght, 
because no habitual whistler wants to 
‘ think. 
W histling, with the plurality of 
whistlers, merely serves as a signal which 
calls attention to tbeir existeuce, a fact 
otherwise at some risk of being overlooked. 
I t is an effect of automatic instinct rather 
than of conscious intention ; and its mo­ 
tive might be shared by the lower animals, 
if the lower animals ever suffered from un­ 
easy self esteem, complicated with a sort 
of maucaise ¡unite. 
There are whistlers 
who not only do not whistle “ at their own 
sweet will,” but who do evidently whistle 
against it. 
If they could rid themselves 
of the feeling which prompts whistliDg, 
they would much rather not whistle. 
If a 
sheep could refrain from baaing, in cir­ 
cumstances which render it undesirable, in 
his own interest, that he should baa, he 
would not baa. 
If a whistler could refrain 
from whistling when by whistling he makes 
himself feel as painfully foolish as a man 
in the act of whistling always looks, he 
would not whistle. 
W histling is intensely and peculiarly 
English, and it has flourished very much 
of late years; which fact looks a little 
awkward for the intellectual character, as 
well as personal manners, of the nation. 
L et any elderly person of good observation 
and memory try to think what would have 
been the effect upon a room full of people 
in his Balad days, had a steady, continuous 
whistle been set up by any one in com­ 
pany. There were no railway carriages for 
people to whistle in ; but fancy if any pas 
senger in a stage-coach had ventured to 
whistle ! We all know that a habit spreads 
very quickly, and that the habits of indi­ 
viduals become the habits of classes, and in 
tim e the habits of nations. 
There is just 
the counectiou between 
an 
individual 
and his country, through the classes 
w ith 
whom 
he 
is 
most 
familiar, 
that 
there 
is 
between 
the 
senti­ 
m ent of egotism and the sentiment of 
patriotism, throuzh the middle sentiment 
■of parochiality. 
This particular habit of 
whistling, therefore, may have spread from 
a potboy to a people, passing through 
many steps of class contagion by the way. 
Hut no growth—of habit or anything else 
—can go on without conditions favorable 
to life. The germ would starve if all around 
it were sterile. 
There must be some con­ 
genial receptiveness in the man or boy who 
catches up a trick and keeps it alive and 
going. 
Unconscious imitation is only a 
step, and if not followed up by other steps 
it will lead nowhere and end in nothing. 
Let us ask, then, what is the mental 
ground—what the nature of the man in 
whom this habit of whistling is taken 
up 
as 
a seed 
and 
nourished into 
rank and rapid growth. 
Well, 
you 
will find as a rule, though of course not 
invariably, that he is suspicious of obser­ 
vation, and yet somew hat desirous of being 
recognized. Probably he would not whistle 
if be were alone. 
If you in ter the coffee­ 
. room of a club or hotel, and fir.d him sit­ 
ting there with nobody else, you do not 
fiud him whistling ; but he w ill whistle 
"before you have been two minutes in the 
room. 
And if, on the other hand, you are 
first there and he is the next comer, he 
will give a glance around, and Eeeing 
somebody with whom he is not well ac­ 
quainted, will assume an elaborate air of 
seeing Dobody, will take np a book and 
throw it down again, look out of the 
window or m the glass, ring for brandy and 
soda-water— the waut of something to 
drink being merely the want < f something 
to do—and whistle till it comes. 
Few Frenchmen whistle, and Italians 
never. 
The French, indeed, have a prov­ 
erb on the subject, w hich is not compli­ 
mentary to their lively neighbors, our­ 
selves. 
When Germans whistle, and it is 
not often they do, it is with melody pre­ 
pense. 
They cultivate odd gifts of amuse­ 
ment, these convivial Teutons, and whis- 
tliug is sometimes practiced among them 
as an accomplishment. 
B at it is precisely 
because a German whistles with skill th at 
he keeps his endowment for service when 
called upon, and seldom whistles in public, 
or without being asked. 
Tne Englishman 
who cannot whistle does. 
Do we not ail 
¡snow the stolid fat man of few- words, 
but of one uncasing pound, who is so 
entirely the creature of habit that he 
takes up the same position at regular peri­ 
ods, ami if he cannot get his accustomed 
chair pines nervously in another? 
But, in 
bis place or oct of it, he whistles eoftly 
and oleagmously, as if he would never grow 
thin. 
llis whistle is not the thin piping of 
the plebeian youth, who suffers not the 
drowsy air to slumber, nor the sharp 
winter wind to thrill him into silence. 
It 
is a fat, rouDd, soft, hard-breathing whis­ 
tle, as of an elderly grampus overcome by 
heat. 
Tkcu there is the restless man who 
whistle?, and who, s> tar from gravitating 
to one loved spot, never sits live minutes in 
any. 
His whistle is the most irritating of 
all ; for he seems to be perpetually suffer­ 
ing from a bad tune in the head, which ho 
is vainly trying to whistle away. 
He is 
the unconscious object of many nicknames, 
bearing, come directly ard others with in­ 
genious remoteness. 011 his constitutional 
«i111 ency. 
Picco, Driver, Petrel, Decoy, 
■loel. Oyster?, Iliquet, Roarer are some of 
the obvious and enigmatic picudr.nyms with 
which he is aff- ctionally endowed by his 
acquaintance. The restless whistler is great 
a t the devil’s tattoo. He beats that infernal 
rappel with his finger-nails on the table, on 
"tho crown of his hat, on anything respons­ 
ive to the diabolical drumming. 
A knife 
or a poker w ill setve him in keeping up a 
steady tap-tap-tap for as bad a quarter of 
an hour as ever was chimed on a cracked 
bell. 
It chance should move him to put 
his hand in his pocket it is a dead certainty 
th at he will whistle. 
For he is the bird of 
ill note ; the prophet of disturbance in the 
moral atmosphere ; the Mother Carey’s 
chick of the vexed life-sea. — [London 
World.

THE YOUNGER AND THE ELDER BOOTH. 


From an early age Edwin Booth was as­ 
sociated with his father in all the wander­ 
ings aud strange and often sad adventures 
of that wayward man of genius, and no 
doubt the many sorrowful experiences of 
his youth deepened the gloom of h¡3 inhor- 
ltad temperament. 
Those who knew him 
well are aware that he has great tender­ 
ness of heart, and abundant playful humor ; 
that his mind is one of extraordinary live­ 
liness, and that he sympathizes keenly and 
cordially with the joys and sorrows of 
others; yet that the whole man seems 
saturated with sadness, isolated from com­ 
panionship, lonely and alone. 
I t is this 
temperament, combined with a somber and 
melancholy aspect of countenanee, that 
has helped to make him so admirable in 
the character of Hamlet. 
Of his fitness 
for th at part his father was the first to 
speak, when on a night many years ago, in 
Sacramento, they had dressed for St. 
Pierre and Jaffier, in “ Venice Preserved. ’ 
Edwin, as Jaffier, had put on a close-fitting 
robe of black velvet. 
“ Yon look like 
Hamlet.” the father said; “ why don’t 
you play it? ” The time was destined to 
come when Edwin Booth would be ac­ 
cepted all over America as the greatest 
Hamlet of the century. 
In the season of 
1864 65, at the W inter Garden Theater, 
New York, he acted th at part for a hun­ 
dred nights in succession, accomplishing 
thus a feat unprecedented in theatrical 
annals. 
Since tnat time Henry Irving, in 
London, has acted Hamlet two hundred 
consecutive times in one season ; but this 
latter achievement, in the present day and 
in the capital city of the world, seems less 
remarkable than Edwin Booth’s exploit 
was, performed in turbulent New York in 
the closing months of our terrible civil war. 
The elder Booth was a short, spare, 
muscular man, with a splendid chest, a 
symmetrical Greek head, a pale counte­ 
nance, a voice of wonderful compass and 
thrilling power, dark hair and blue eyes. 
Edwin’s resemblance to him is chiefly ob­ 
vious in the shape of the head and face, 
the arch and tw ist of the heavy eyebrows, 
the radiant and constantly shifting light 
of expression which animates the counte­ 
nance, the natural grace of carriage, and 
the celerity of movement. 
Edwin’s eyes 
are dark brown, and seem to turn black 
in moments of excitement, and they are 
capable of conveying, with electrical ef­ 
fect, the most diverse meanings—the 
solemnity of loity thought, the tender­ 
ness of affection, the piteousness of for­ 
lorn sorrow, the awful sense of spiritual 
surroundings, the woful weariness of de­ 
spair, the mocking glee of wicked sarcasm, 
the vindictive menace of sinister purpose, 
and the lightning glare of baleful wrath. 
In range of facial expressiveness his coun­ 
tenance is thus fully equal to what his 
father's was, aud to all that tradition tells 
us of the countenance of Garrick. 
The 
present wAter saw the elder Booth but 
once, and that in a comparatively inferior 
part—Pescara, in Shiel’s ferocious tragedy 
of “ The Apostate.” 
He was a terrible 
presence. 
He was the incarnation of 
smooth, specious, malignant, hellish rapac­ 
ity. 
His exultant malice seemed to buoy 
him above the ground. 
He floated rather 
than walked. 
His glance was deadly. 
His clear, high, cutting, measured tone 
was the exasperating note of hideous cru­ 
elty. 
He was acting the fiend then, and 
m iking the monster not only possible, but 
actual. 
H s certainly gave a greater im­ 
pression of overwhelming power than is 
given by Edwin Booth, and seemed a more 
formidable and tremendous man. 
But his 
face was not more biilliant than that of his 
renowned son ; and in fact it was, if any­ 
thing, somewhat less splendid in power of 
the eye. 
There is a useful book about 
him, called “ The Tragedian,” w ritten by 
Thomas R. Gould, who also made a noble 
bust of him iu marble, and those who 
never saw him can obtain a very good idea 
of what sort of an actor he was by reading 
th at book. 
It conveys the image of a 
greater actor, but not a more brilliant one, 
than Edwin Booth. 
Only one man of our 
time has equalled Edwin Booth in this 
singular splendor of countenance. 
That 
man was the great New England orator 
Rufus Choate. 
Had Choate been an actor 
upon the stage—as he was before a jury— 
with those terrible eyes of his, and that 
passionate Arab face, he must have towered 
fully to the height of the tradition of 
George Frederick Cooke.—[William Win 
ter, in Harper’s. 


TH E 
OTTO 
OF 
ROSES. 


The otto of roses consists of an odorifer 
ous liquid containing oxygen combined 
with a solid hydrocarbon called stearop 
tene, which is destitute of psrfume. 
The 
quality of the oil is determined by the rel­ 
ative proportion of these substances, and 
that is dependent chiefly on conditions of 
climate. 
The Bulgarian oils contain about 
eighteen per cent., the oils distilled in 
France and Eagland as much as thirty-five 
and even sixty-eight per cent, of stearop- 
tene. 
The difference in the proportions is 
also shown iu the higher tem perature re­ 
quired to melt the oil which contains a 
greater relative amount of stearoptene. 
The Bulgarian oil melts at from 61° to 64°, 
French and English oils from 70° to 89V. 
Even in Bulgarian oil a notable difference 
is observed between that produced on tho 
bills and that from the lowlands. The most 
im portant source of otto of roses is a small 
district iu Bulgaria or East Koutnelia, 
stretching along the southern slopes of the 
central Balkans, and approximately in­ 
cluded between the tweDty-fifth and twen­ 
ty-sixth degrees of east longitude and the 
forty-second and forty-third degrees of 
latitude. 
A suitable Eoil for the growth of 
roses is furnished, with need for but little 
m aturing, by the decomposition of the 
syenite, which is the characteristic rock of 
the region. 
The average summer tempera­ 
tures of the district are S5° at noon and 
68’ in tho evening. 
The rose bushes do 
best on sandy slopes having a good expos­ 
ure to the sun. 
The flowers of bushes 
which grow on inclined ground are much 
richer in oil, and that of a stronger quality, 
than those raised on level land, aud are 
thcreforo more esteemed and dearer. 
The 
flowers when fully expanded are gathered 
before sunrise, often with the calyx at­ 
tached, and should be treated the same 
day. 
Iu Bulgaria, roses which have ma­ 
tured slowly iu moderate cold weather 
furnish the richest yields ; in England the 
contrary appears to be the case. 
The 
flowers are distilled for an hour and a half, 
with double their volume of water, in a 
copper still from which a pipe passes 
through a tub that is kept constantly cool 
by infl iwing spriug-water. 
After the dis­ 
tillate has been allowed to stand for a day 
or two at a temperate exceeding 59’, the 
oil is skimmed off from it. 
Tne residual 
liquors are used inste id of spring-water for 
subsequent instillations. 
The rose-water 
which comes over last is extremely fragrant 
and is much prized for medical and culinary 
purposes, 
l’ure otto, carefully distilled, is 
at first colorless, but speedily becomes yel­ 
lowish ; has a specific gravity of about 0 87, 
boils at 444 , and solidifies at from 51.8’ to 
60 S’, or at a higher temperature in the 
case of inferior oils, and is soluble in abso­ 
lute alcohol. I t is tested by its odor, which 
can he judged only alter long experience; 
its Congealing.point (a good oil should con­ 
geal in five minutes at a temperate of 
04 5’),and by the crystallization of thestear- 
optene with light, feathery, shining plates 
filling the whole liquid. 
It is sometimes 
adulterated with spermaceti, which may 
he detected by' its readiness to solidify, and 
by other essential oil?, the effect of which 
is sometimes to lower the congenial-point. 
Kose-water and otto of roBes are also pro­ 
duced in India ; in Persia, where the trade, 
formerly important, has nearly 
disap­ 
peared; in the Mediterranean countries of 
Africa, and in France. 
The otto of the 
Provence rose has a characteristic perfame, 
which arises, it is believed, from the pollen 
of orange-tlowers, which is brought by bees 
to the petals of the roses.
